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REMARKS AND SUGGESTIONS. 

The school at North Grantham had two terms of nine weeks 
each. The other schools had each one term of ten weeks, and 
one of eight weeks. We believe that more money should be 
appropriated for the support of our schools, that we may have 
at least twenty-four weeks of schooling for the year. Nota 
globe nor any other illustrative apparatus do we possess, nor a 
single book of reference, not even a dictionary. Our school- 
buildings are in need of repairs. 

There is a tendency on the part of some pupils to take stud- 
ies beyond their capacity, and it is to be feared that they are 
sometimes encouraged by parents. It is reasonable to suppose 
that teachers should know what branches their pupils are quali- 
fied to pursue. The pupil who spells dollar ‘‘d-a-w-l-e-r” has no 
very urgent call to study algebra. 

We believe that more mental work and less ciphering will 
tend to better develop the mind. <A few scholars the past year 
used Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic with excellent results. We 
think the use of this standard work should become general. 

A little more attention by teachers in filling out their regis- 
ters is recommended.
